TRUSTEES, RED OAK GROVE CHURCH 
This Indenture made and entered into this 16th day of 

February in the year of our Lord 1856 between Thos. G. Gooch 
and Julia, his wife, of the County of Logan and State of 
Kentucky of the first part and Mr. T. Evans, Thos. G. Gooch, 
Henry F. Cornelius, Absalom Miller & Lewis Cornett of the 
County & State aforesaid, Trustees in trust for the uses 
ana purposes hereinafter mentioned, 

Witnesseth, that the said Thos. G. Gooch and Julia, 
his wife, in and for the consideration of their desire to 
promote the worship of Almighty God hath this day granted and 
given and by these presents doth grant, give and conform unto 
the said fore mentioned Trustees who are the parties of the 
second part and their successors trustees in trust for the 
uses and claim which they the said Thos. G. Gooch and Julia, 
his wife, have in, to or unto all and singular a certain lot 
or piece of land situate lying and being in the County and 
State aforesaid on the waters of Red River and bounded as 


followeth (to-wit),...... 


Said Gooch and Julia, his wife, do by these presents bind 
themselves to warrant and defend the title of the above described 
lot or parcel of ground to the said trustees and their Successors, 
so long as the premises may be a place of Divine services by 
the members of the Methodist E. Church South. But it is hereby 
expressly understood that if said lot Should ever be abandoned 
as a place of divine Service by the members of the M.E.G.S.

In the book, "Men Whom I Remember", a collection of sixty-two arti- 
; Kentucky 
newspapers between July 24, 1877 and January 29, 1880, Mr. Blakey tells 
of his travels through different communities in Logan County and describes 
the political, religious and social accomplishments of the families he 


features. In Article No. 25 he refers to the Pleasant memories he had 
of the Bailey brothers - Gabriel, John, Daniel and Harmon and also Thomas 
G. Gooch. He describes these men as being among the substantial men of 
the county. He refers to Thomas C. Gooch as "an able minister of the 
Methodist Church." In speaking of Mr. Gooch and others of the community, 
he said, "The motto of their lives was charity and goodwill for all. 


Excellent traits of character are too fresh in the memory of the people 


After about twenty-five years had passed, it was decided that a new 
church building was needed. From a copy of old minutes we found this 
held at 
Bethiehem July 23, 1854, Thomas Bottomly, P.E. and S. L. Murrell, P.C. 
the following committee was appointed. À building committee consisting 
of W. T. Evans, T. G. Gooch and H. T. Cornelius vas appointed to build 


(The Bethlehem mentioned above was located in Tennessee, which 


was then in the Logan District). The minutes continued as follows: 
"At the first quarterly meeting for the Logan circuit held at Red Oak 
Grove on Nov. 18, [ $5 the following was passed: The trustees of the 


Red Oak Grove Church were authorized to sell the old church building 
at that place and appropriate the proceeds to building a new church 
building. The old building not to be sold for the purpose of a house 
of worship. W. T. Evans, T. G. Gooch, H. T. Cornelius, A. Miller and 
Lewis Cornette were appointed to carry out these instructions". 


This second church was built in 1855 on the Orndorff Mill Road 
about five and one-half miles south of Russellville, Kentucky. The 
land upon which this church was built was given by Thomas G. Gooch 
and wife Julia Washborn Gooch. The deed to this land was dated February 
16, 1856. This building was west of the site of the present Red Oak 
Grove Church building. 


We do not have a detailed description of the building but one of 
the members of the present church remembers something 'that was told to 
her several years ago by a man now deceased. He said when he was a 
very small child he remembered attending this church with his parents. 
It seems there were two front doors to the building. He and his father 
entered through the door at the left and his mother entered through the 
door at the right. A partition was built dividing the room into two 
Sections, with the men seated on the left and the women on the right. 
When they were seated all this little boy could see of his mother above 
the partition was the hat she wore. 


We have talked with a lady now in her nineties, who also remembers 
this church and can verify the location of this building. 


Someone we interviewed about members of her family who were members 
of the early Red Oak Grove Churches remembered that a saying was handed 
down in her family as referring to Red Oak Grove as "a church of powerful 
prayers." She also recalled hearing older members. of her family tell of 
Mr. Absalom Miller's concern for the Jewish people. It seems in speaking 
before church groups on the plight of the Jewish people, he would often 
burst into tears. This attitude was a rare characteristic of that day. 


We mention the above because this man is the A. Miller referred to 
earlier as a member of the committee appointed in 1454 to carry out the 
building of the second Red Oak Grove Church. 


Some of the pastors of these two early Red Oak Churches were: Thomas 
G. Gooch, B. T. Orr, James Petrie, J. W. Bingham, I. W. Emerson, D. S. 
Bowles, C. W. Lyons and G. R. Browder. 


In 1961 the Civil War diary of Matilda Lucretia Whitaker was 
published in The News Democrat in Russellville; Kentucky. The diary 
began on August 16, 1862 and ran through 1863. This young girl was 
the daughter of Benjamin Whitaker, whose Country estate of about 
3000 acres was located across from the present Russellville Country 
Club on Highway No. 96. The J. R. Sansom farm is now a part of the 
Whitaker estate. 


It seems from the diary that this Birl was fiercely loyal to the 
Southern cause and loyal to the church. It is because of the reference 
to the Red Oak Grove Church that we are including excerpts from this 
diary. Several times she mentioned attending church services at Red 
Oak. The following are some quotes from the diary. "Sunday September 
15, Nep, Ben, Joe and I attended church at Red Oak. Browder preached. 
Dr. Stevenson preached last evening." 


"Nep, Ben and I attended Prayer meeting at Red Oak. March 31- 


attended Mrs. Butler's funeral at Red Oak. We all, except Pa, went 
to Red Oak today to preaching - Herald Alexander preached. February 
l4 - rain and snow, February 15, attended church at Red Oak. Preacher 
did not attend. (Probably the rain and Snow prevented his attending) 


but those attending held prayer meeting." 


The Red Oak Church referred to would have been the church which 
was built in 1855. Some names mentioned on other occasions were names 
of early members of Red Oak Church, namely Martha Miller, Wm. T. Evans, 
Mary and Emma Miller, Susie Evans, Sam Williams (a college teacher 
in the old Red Oak Grove School). Someone in noticing the name of a 
Mrs. Williams thinks she was the mother of Mrs. Charley Wilkins. Mr. 
and Mrs. Charley Wilkins were later members of the present Red Oak 
Church for many years. 


Miss Whitaker mentioned that on occasion when on their way to 
church, they encountered soldiers in the road, but it seems that 
soldiers, rain or snow did not prevent these young people from attend- 
ing church services. May we be as faithful to our church today as they. 


About the year 1898 the present Red Oak Church was built, only a 
short distance from the church building just described and on the same 
ground given by Thomas G. Gooch. The church was built by Shakespeare 
Garrétson. 


Ås one Story goes, Mrs. Mary Garretson, wife of Shakespeare, wish- 
ing to appear Stylish on the day the church was dedicated, went to 


Russellville and purchased a new silk petticoat. She then proceeded, 
on the appointed day, to wear the petticoat as a skirt because it was 
so grand looking. She liked to look her best at all times and chose 


this way to do so on this Special day. 


The Kentucky Heritage Council describes the Pleasant Run Methodist 
Church building (which is identical in design as that of the Red Oak 
Grove Church) as follows: "This church building of wood construction H 
is modest in size, materials and design but it reflects quality crafts- 
manship and provides outstanding examples of the use of Gothic Revival 
motifs in the area. The ceilings of these two buildings are handcarved 
and are outstanding in workmanship and beauty." iH 


ln 1956 four Sunday School rooms were added to the building at Red i 
Oak. One of these rooms also serves as a kitchen, complete with refrige- | 
rator, stove, sink, etc. Mr. McHenry Wood built these rooms. A few years 


later he built larger Storage cabinets and two rest rooms in the new 
addition. 


Rev. R. R. Guthrie was pastor at the time the Sunday School rooms 
were built. 


In 1963 (?) memorial windows of cathedral glass replaced the plain 
Blass windows in the sanctuary.

Grove Church down through the years who have contributed so much toward | 
the work in the church and to the upkeep of the building and grounds. 

There are so many to whom credit is due and for fear of omitting some of 
these names, no names shall be mentioned in the history of the church. 


Our present pastor has asked each member to write his membership 
history in Red Oak Grove Church which will probably mention some of

The Red Oak Church has weathered the storms of time well and still 
holds a commanding position overlooking the beautiful farms and homes

Williams was the pastor (1949-1950). This came about due to 
the fact that the Olmstead Church was closed. 

We chose Red Oak because it was the closest and friends 
as well as relatives attended there. I, Ruth, joined the 
W.S.C.S., now the U.M.W. 

We moved to Florida with our daughter, Brenda Chisholm 
and her husband Howard. After Herschel's death, I continue 
to live in Florida where I am a member of the U.M.W. of the 
church we attend here, but I remain a member of Red Oak Grove 
Church. 

While attending Red Oak, Herschel was a Steward for several 
years and in 1976(?) he was made an Honorary Steward. 

Our life while at Red Oak was dear to us both. We loved 
everyone and everyone was so good to us. It is a dear place - 


one which I shall always cherish. 


I have so many blessings to be thankful for. The Lord has 


been so good to me. I am now nearing my 93rd birthday. 


Many years ago Red Oak Church was about a mile from where ib as now. It has 
peentouilt twice where it now stands. 

The present church was rebuilt and dedicated in 1898. The carpenter was 
Shakespear Garrison. During this time he and his wife, Mary, boarded at Grandma 
Millers (Mrs. John Miller). For the dedication she bought a pretty black silk 
petticoat, then she decided it was too pretty to wear underneath so she wore it 
for a skirt. Aunt Virgie Miller (who was very young at the time said), she was 


so embarrased because she knew everyone knew it was a petticoat. 


My grandparents were John and Margaret Miller and members of Red Oak as were 


all the Miller family.: My ‘parents Millard F. and David Deering attended the 


dedication in 1898 just before they were married. My mother moved her membership 
from Pleasant Run after she married. 

I M don this time they had a camp ground a few miles from the chruch where 
they had revival meetings each summer. Several families had their own camp ahd 
would go stay carrying their own cooks from home to do the cooking. They had 
very large crowds that came from everywhere. 

The camp burned in the early nineteen hudnreds and the land went back to 
the Parsons, who gave the land. 

The land of our present cemetgry came off the Gooch place which is the farm 
where Robin Russell now lives. 

The first person buried in this cemetary was Lucy Herring in 1898. One person 
attending the funeral said, it looked so pitiful burying the girl out in a field 


all alone. 


I have been going to Red Oak all my life and joined the church August 12, 1917. 


My first Sunday School: teacher was Mrs. J. S. Flowers, or Couisn Martha, as she 
was my fathers first cousin. Our lesson was always printed on a picture card 
with the picture and the golden text on the front side. Cousin Martha usually 
brought us cookies or something children would like, On Easter little cotton 


chickens or Easter eggs. 
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The next teacher was Mrs. Eula Fowler. 

The second Sunday in June was always Children's Day. They had the program, 
then we had dinner on the ground, as it was called then. 

The first minister that I remember was Bro. Cashman. The first Sunday School 
Superintendant was Cousin Joe Jackson Sr. and was Superintendant for many years. 
The organist was Mis Stella Evans. The organ was a pump organ that someone had 
to pump by hand. 

Bro. J. R. Gunn was pastor at the time I married Bennett Bagby on June 28, 1922. 
We had three children; Bennie Lou died at || months old and buried at Red Oak. The 
other two Edna and Owen had for their first Sunday School teacher; Mrs. John 
Flowers (flora) who was the daugther-in-law of my first teacher. Her husband John 
was Sunday School Superintendant for many years, after his death, Mr. John Morgan 
became Superintendant. 


From childhood on I thought the church was beautiful. When I was small I 


remember looking at the beautiful ceiling and the pretty silver lamps with the 


white shades. I still think Red Oak is one of the most attractive country 
churches that I have ever seen.

Joyce Russell Morgan (Mrs. Bobby) 


The first memory I have of Red Oak Grove Church was at the 
age of six. OVE family moved to Kentucky from Indiana in March 
of 1937. The four older children stayed with friends to finish 
out the school year. Lois and I and baby brother Eddy came with 
our parents. Since our new home was the Cornelius farm located 
next to the church and school grounds, Lois and I were sent to 


Red Oak School. 


My first teacher, "Miss Roberta" DeShazer, introduced me to 
Red Oak Church that first Spring. She took all the children over 
to the church for the Spring Revival Meetings held in the mornings. 
At that time worship services were held twice a day during Revival 
meetings. Later on we would go over to the church to practice on 
our program for Children's Day. Most of the school children 
were raised in neighborhoods and attended Red Oak Church. 

Our family started to church that summer at Red Oak. My 
parents, Edward and Grace Russell were Baptist. But Dad believed 
in supporting your neighborhood church so we all attended Red Oak. 
After several years my parents moved their membership to the 


Methodist Church at Red Oak Grove.

We 
had youth camps, picnic and hay rides, trips to go on, a lot of 
good clean fun and fellowship. Rev. D.L. Vance was our pastor. 
He was the father of Mildred Harper. 

Since I was next to youngest chi!d at home most of my older 
sisters and brother had finished school, gone away to college 
or jobs. In 1957 while attending Lidsay wilson college, Maine 
died. My mother died in 1973 and dad in 1977. All are buried 
in the Red Oak Cemetary. 

The church has always been very special to me, durina both 
childhood and present time. Eddy and I are the only two left 
in the Russell family still attending Red Oak. Two sisters 
joined Baptist Church with their husbands. The rest are still 
Methodist serving churches in their community. 

The Morgan family has been in Red Oak for many years. In 
1949, I married Bob Morgan, son of Theodore and Lorena Morgan. 
We married in the church and to this union four children were 
born; Phil, Kenneth, David and Pamela. All were baptized 


at an early age. The older son Phil, still attends regularly. 


The other three live away but return when possible. 

Since starting to Red Oak we've had sixteen good devoted 
pastors. Each played a special place in our lives. some we 
remember more than others. Like so many members in the church, 
all are part of our special memories of Love and Fellowship in 


Red Oak Grove Church.

WHO SAYS THERE 
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The Woman's Missionary Society of the Methodist Louisville Conference 
was formed in 1878. The first general meeting was held at the Walnut Street 
Church, Louisville, on Friday, February 20, 1879. 


In celebration of their first 100 years, the women of the Methodist 
Churches of Logan Couaty sponsored a luncheon at the Methodist Temple in 
Russellville, Kentucky, on June 6, 1978. 


At this meeting, Mrs. Norris Gooch lit a candle in honor of the Red Oak 
Grove Society, where Mrs. John Gooch, an ancestor of her husband, was presi- 
'dent of the Missionary Society in 1878. 


From the information we have been able to gather, the missionary society 
has continued in force in the Red Oak Grove Church from 1878 down to the 
present year 1984. 


The name has changed - first to W.S.C.S. (Woman's Society of Christian 
Service), and then several years ago this name was changed to U.M.W. (United 
Methodist Women). 


The name has changed but not the aims and goals of the dedicated women 
who are members. 


The women of the Red Oak Grove Society have worked to promote all 
church activities including fund raising projects, flower arrangements for 
sanctuary, supplying copies of The Upper Room, compiling a cookbook in 
1963 and adopting a needy child in Bolivia in 1962. This project continued 
for several years. 


The Red Oak Grove Church and Missionary Society were closely connected 
with the schools - first known as The Gooch School and later as Red Oak 
Grove School. 


From a Logan County paper, Herald Enterprise, dated January 4, 1888 
we found the following information: "The land was given by the late and 
favorable kuown gentlemen Thomas C. Gooch and, Henry T. Cornelius, deeded 
for the education of children of the Red Oak Grove district to be managed 
by the trustees under common laws of the state." 


The heading of the subscription list reads as follows: "Red Oak 
Grove April 4, 1874, we the undersigned agree and obligate ourselves 
to pay the amounts of money attached to our names. The said money to 


be invested in the erection of a school house and public hall to be built 
on the school house lot near the Red Oak Grove Church. The foregoing is 
explained by the following statement: Red Oak Grove Sept. 8, 1887, the 
undersigned subscribers who contributed to the erection of a school house 


and public hall at Red Oak Grove state that we understood at the time of 
subscription that the hall was to be used for all purposes that the general 
interest of the district demanded: signed as follows: William Moore, 
G. T. Givens, Doug Butler, J. H. Gooch, B. P. Hooker, R. D. Williams, 
H. H. Sugg, John Miller, James S. Flowers, G. W. Evans, Mrs. A. W. Evans, 
John Barker and R. E. Harper." 


This building was a two story building. The first floor room was 
built for a school room and twelve or fifteen years later the upper room 
was built as stated above, to be used as public hall. In this article 
it was stated as follows: "One of the leading arguments in building the 
hall was, that if our school ever should grow too large and require two 
teachers that one could occupy the hall." 

A n 

This did come to pass/and for years remained a two room school until 

consolidated with the Olmstead School in 1946. 


In the same edition of the Herald Enterprise dated January 8, 1888 
an article appeared which described a Program presented by the Woman's 
Missionary Society which took place in the public hall described above. 
It reads as follows: "The entertainment given by the Woman's Missionary 
Society of Red Oak Grove, on Saturday evening, December 24 was a great 
success. It was attended rather slimly on account of being Christmas 
Eve. It was opened with prayer by Bro. Joseph Chandler. Master Sammie 
Flowers delivered the welcome address eloquently. The music under the 
supervision of Miss Rosa Bailey, the music teacher at that place, was 
inspiring. It would incite anybody to better deeds. The most important 


pieces on the program are as follows: The Missionary Clock by G. W. 
Jackson, representing Old Father Time, The Plea For Light was a treat 
rarely "Set-Up". It was represented by characters from Greenland's 
Icy Mountains to Africa's Sunny Soils. The young ladies representing 


were attired in the garb of the country they represented.  Messers J. N. 
Flowers and G. W. Jackson acquitted themselves admirably on their orations. 
At last but not least the recitation by Misses Willie Evans, Hattie 
Campbell and Fannie Gooch was rendered sublimely. A part of the program 


was omitted on account of the impatient audience. In fact it was an 
enjoyable occasion to everyone present - and well worth the admittance 
fee. (There seems to be a slight contradiction in the above statements 
but copied as printed). The ladies did not realize very much profit 
on account of the smallness of the fee, which ought to have been 50 
cents, but was only 10 cents. If they will give another entertainment 


at a more suitable time, it is possible that they will realize more than 
they did this time." 


During revival meetings at the Red Oak Grove Church, when morning 
services were the order of the day, classes were dismissed and the 
teachers and students would attend the services. (Nothing was said 
then about separation of church and state).

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RED OAK GROVE CHURCH AND SCHOOL REUNION 


One of the most enjoyable events held at Red Oak Grove 
Church in many years was a joint reunion of the church and 
former school members. 

i It was held July 30, 1978. The idea was suggested by 
Rev. Ray Gilliam, a retired minister, who was pastor of the 
church at the time, but Rev. Steve Flener was sent as pastor 
of the church the following May and delivered the message at the 
morning service. Special music was also a part of the morning 
service. 

Lunch was served at noon, under a large tent, and what a 
bountiful lunch it was. Two long trailers served as a table 
and every inch of space was filled with delicious food. The 
huge crowd was well served. 

A school display was set up under the tent which created 
much interest. It consisted of pictures of many of the former 
Students who had attended Red Oak Grove School through the 
Years and also pictures of some of the former teachers. One 
picture which was of special interest was a large picture 
of the school building made soon after it was built. This 
picture was found in the old Jesse James Bank building and the 
owner at that time let us borrow it for the occasion. Some 


brought old report cards, memory books, etc. 
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There was much talking and reminiscing going on, also 


smiles, embraces and sometimes a few tears shed. 


So many, when saying their good-byes, would say what a 
wonderful time they had had and would add, "Let's have another 
reunion". 

Several years have gone by and as to date no plans have 


been made to hold another reunion. It does call for much hard 


work and time spent, but it is very rewarding in the pleasure 


it gives to so many. 
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The first school at Red Ü + known then as The Gooch 


School, was a log building. Norris Gooch remembers Mr. Ellie 


Harper telling about attending school there. He told about 
the big chimney built inside the school room. There was a 
hole in the chimney and some of the boys would stuff paper 
and debrie into this hole, hoping it would ignite and burn 
the building. That did not happen so one day they made a 


torch and t ed it up into the loft over the room. This did 


was extinguished before doing much damage 


set off a fire 


to the building. 


It seems this building was used until the new building 


(The Red Oak Grove School) was built around 1888. 


In the late thirties the roof on this two-story building 
caught on fire. School was in session at the time and bath 
upper and lower rooms filled with children. It so happened a 


C.C.C. (Civilian Conservation Corps) truck filled with

been brought to the scene from the neighborhood. 


A few years ago my husband was a patient in the old 
Logan County Hospital.

One day in conversation he mentioned being a member of 
the C.C.C. Camp in Russellville. I told him about the fire 
at Red Oak School and about the help given by the C.C.C. qepa, Ë
